At the instigation of the EIC Subcommittee on 
Requirements, representatives of CIA and State recently 
conferred with Mr. Robert Matteson, Director of the Office 
of Research, Statistics, and Reports, FOA, to discuss 
possible increase in the availability of FOA information of 
intelligence value. 


2. Pointing out that Mr. Stassen had indicated his 
personal desire to make more FOA information available 
to the intelligence community, Mr. Matteson stated that- 


a. Contract research studies of FOA will be 
deposited regularly with the Psychological Intelligence 
and Rese^ch Staff of State, which will include them in 
its listings of current research. 


b. Listings of FOA officials returning from over- 
seas assignments will be made available. (The first

c. Semi-annual evaluation reports of Mission 
Chiefs will be distributed to the IAC agencies.

should take.

lor tb« tart several year*, the agencies in the 
executive branch of the Fadaral Government responsible 
for research la expert of psychological warfare have made 
periodic efforts to strengthen coordination of their work. 
The report to the Psychological Strategy Board in 1952 ea 
social science research in cold war operations, the joint 
aappert of the External Research Staff fey th® Departs* arc s 
of State and Defense and the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and the appointment, from time to time, fid ad hoc inter- 
agency advisory panels on research have all contributed 
to closer cooperation among the agencies involved. 


The striking si m i l a r ity of the research require- 
ments of the agencies engaged in propaganda, psychological 
warfare, end infermation activities was emphasised in a 
recent survey of the intelligence needs of the U. 3. Informa- 
tion Agency. Mach of the research undertaken to meet 
these needs is, of course, dons within the Government, but 
a considerable amount is performed a ho contract with private 
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research organisations. A continuing need exists for these 
agencies to relate their internal and external research* in 
order to a era re that the latter complements and supplements 
the femer. 

Accordingly* alt of us would stand to benefit if we 
could develop cooperatively a Government- wide program 
for asternal research in support of propaganda, psycho- 
logical warfare and information activities. This program 
would be designed to supplement and strengthen existing 
efforts at external research coordination such as tbo State 
Department's quarterly inventories* informal intar-agency 
discussions and sxisting advisory panels, it would* of 
course* be clearly coder stood that the disposition of each 
agency's funds for external research to meet its needs is 
strictly Its own responsibility. 

The program we eavieien would he highly flexible 
in that it would consist* as now, of projects developed to 
meet each agency's needs, separately financed by the 
various agencies concerned. But, inherent in the program 
would be a mechanism through which each agency would 
have an opportunity to submit its major external research 
proposals for review to other agencies engaged in the same 
business before contracts are actually negotiated. The ex- 
tent to which opinions expressed during such n review would 
be considered by the submitting agency would, of course, 
be a matter for that agency alone to decide. Such a program 
could provide constructive criticism of research proposals 
on a Government- wide basis; could reduce possible undesir- 
able overlapping or duplication; mid could relate external 
research more closely than is now possible to research 
being conducted within the Government. 
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If you are sympathetic with the foregoing sugges- 
tion, I would appreciate your designating a representative 
to explore it more fully to meet with Mr. Richard M. 

We will arrange a time and place 
for the meeting after 1 have heard from you.
